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The Reissue Oath/Declaration filed 4/07/2008 with this application is still defective 
because additional defects or errors are corrected in claims 18, 20-26 and 28-39 after the filing of 
the original reisue oath declaration is not covered.

Applicant needs a supplemental reissue oath/declaration where any "errors" under 35 USC
